There once was a time in the history of this city when Homeo- 
pathic Physicians were not allowed to practice in the General 
Hospital, then the only recognized Hospital, so that the founding 
of a Homeopathic Hospital became a necessity. 

The Hospital was incorporated June 26, 187a, the name to 
be "Buffalo Homeopathic Hospital." The following Trustees 
were appointed for one year: Loran L. Lewis, Charles C. Mc- 
Donald, Jerome F. Fargo, Mrs. C, C. Warner, Mrs. Anna P. 
Hox^e, Jerome Pierce, James Brayley, John B. Griffin, Mra. 
Mercy A. Kenyon, Mrs. Hattie Gregg, Benjamin A. Austin, Sr., 
Frands H. Root, Samuel V. Parsons, Mrs. Hannah Fargo and 
Mrs. Charlotte Lewis. 

Of course at this time there was no buildit^ nor much money, 
but a lai^ hope and great courage gave strength of mind and 
heart to those interested. 

Previous to this an Aid Society, which grew to number 
several hundred youi^ women, each paying an initiation fee 
of $1, was formed to rsuse money for the Hospital. The 
members of the Executive Committee of this Society were Mrs. 
A. C. Hoxsie, chairman; Mrs. A. R. Wright, treasurer; Mrs. 
James B. Parke, secretary; Mrs. David Gray, Mrs, Henry L. 
Meech, Mrs. R. R. Gregg and Miss Kate Tillinghast, Mrs. 
James Hollister and Mrs. L. L. Lewis were honorary members. 

In October, 1872, the Aid Society gave a large bazaar in 
St. James H^l on Eagle Street, then the social center of the 
town. Mrs. Loran L. Lewis was President of the Bazaar and it 
was a great success. People came from all parts of the city 
and even from neighboring towns, in spite of the fact that a 
wide-spread epidemic among the horses cut off almost all means 
of transportation, there being no trolleys nor automobiles in 
those days. Before the close of the Bazaar, which ran a week, 
a large three-story house. No. 341 North Division Street, aimer 
of W2ishi[^on, the Evans property, was rented, furniture 
purchased, and the followii^ week the Buffalo Homeopathic 
Hospital opened; $4,500, the proceeds of the bazaar, and 
$500 on hand paid for the furniture and the rent. 

The first money g^ven for the establishment of a Hospital 
was a voluntary subscription of $100 from Mr. Henry L. 
Meeclt. 
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An Associate Board of Managers of thirty-seven women 
was elected by the Trustees as followa:

Henry L. Meech, Mrs. Henry Tanner, Mrs. David Roseoau, 
Mrs. Margaret Volger, Mrs. Margaret Sears, Mrs. S. N. Law- 
rence, Mrs. J. N. Gilbert, Mrs. S. N. Callendar. 

Mrs. Noah H. Warner was the first President of this Board, 
but on account of ill health was obliged to resign. Mrs. John 
F. Ernst succeeded her, with Mrs. C. V. Davenport, vice- 
pre^dent; Mrs. Jerome F. Fargo, purser, and Mrs. Lorenzo M. 
Kenyon, recorder. 

The Executive Committee comprised: Mrs. Levi Lewis, 
Mrs. Henry Colton, Mrs. A. C. Hoxsie, Mrs. S. V. ParscMis, 
Mrs. R. R. Gr^, Mrs. George A. Fargo, Mrs. B. A. Manchester, 
Mrs. David Rosenau. 

A matron or housekeeper, one nurse (this was before the day 
of trained nurses), a janitor, with the necessary domestic help, 
comprised the re^dent family of the institution. 

The first Staff of Physicians appointed by the Trusteeis in- 
cluded Lorenzo M. Kenyon, M. D.; Augustus Chapman Hox«e, 
M. D.; R. R. Gregg, M. D.; A. S. Hinkley, M. D.; Dr. A. R. 
Wright, Surgeon; Dr. Henry Baethig, Assistant Surgeon. 

The first operation in this Hospital was perfonned by Dr. 
Wright. 

Within two years this building became inadequate for the 
work, and in 1874, after careful consideratLon, the house and 
grounds at No. 74 Cottle Street, comer of Maryland, known 
as the Tanner homestead, was purchased for $10,000. A small 
amount was subscribed by individuals to make the original 
payment and the balance was raised by the Aid Society. 

Soon after this the Aid Society disbanded as it had accom- 
plished its purpose. 
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In 1882 the need for more room again became imperative 
and two cottages on Twelfth Street, adjoinii^ the Hospital 
property, for a time supplied the need. In 1884 the question 
of moving came up for consideration and a lot was purchased 
on Linwood Avenue, corner of Balcom. However, it was not 
deemed advisable to erect a new building at that time and 
instead a two-story addition was built on the rear of the Hospital 
at the cost of $10,000. Of this, $7,000 was raised by personal 
effort of Mrs. Hoxsie and Mrs. Wright, and $3,000 by a fair 
called the "Peasants' Festival," given at Music Hall, now the 
Teck Theatre, in December, 1884. A few extra bills amount- 
ing to $700 were assumed by the Associate Board and the last 
of these were paid in 1890, when Mrs. Joseph T. Cook, formerly 
Mrs. Hoxsie, was President of the Board. 

During all these years there had lived and grown in the 
hearts and minds of those interested a desire for a new Hospital. 
This desire continued to grow and there also grew, more and 
more in evidence, the need of a new building, as the institution, 
by its high standards of work and care, made many friends for 
itself throughout the city and surroundii^ towns. The equip- 
ment was always kept thoroughly abreast of the times, but 
the building surely did not grow any younger. No further 
property was purchased in that neighborhood, but nearby flats 
were rented as occasion demanded them. The Herbert Lord 
house across Cott;^ Street was rented as a Nurses' Home for 
a few years, and the last few months before a)ming to the new 
Nurses' Home on Linwood Avenue, the nurses of the Hospital 
spent in the large Coatsworth home on Cottle Street. 

In 1898 a Junior Board of youi^ women was formed. This 
Board first undertook the care of the Samaritan Bed, then 
agreed to be responsible for $300 per year for the Children's 
Warid, and finally added to their work the support of the Train- 
ing School. Early in the life of this Board a building fund was 
started. The Associate Board, of course, had money set a«de 
for this purpose as it had been near to their hearts for years. 
When in 191 1 we came into the new building, these two Boards 
combined to form the large, active Women's Board of to-day. 

All honor to those loyal, earnest men and women who by 
their patience and untiring efforts have made possible the 
present thoroughly modem, up-to-date Buffalo Homeopathic 
Hospital.

The new Buffalo Homeopathic Hospital opened June 4, 
1911, to accommodate 136 patients and which in the past year 
has grown to accommodate 150 patients is situated at the corner 
of Linwood and Lafayette Avenues, the northwest comer fadi^ 
Gates Circle, which terminates Delaware Avenue and the * 
Parkway. 

This is a quiet residential part of the city, far removed from 
all manufacturing centres and coi^:ested traffic, yet with the 
grounds of the hospital bordering on Forest Avenue car line 
and within two blocks of Main Street, so that there is good car 
service for visitors and patients. 

The grounds on the east of the hospital are spadous, with 
a stretch of green lawn, where in summer the garden is bright 
with flowers, and a fountain adds refreshing coolness. Each 
floor of the hospital has a sunny, spacious solarium for the use 
of convalescents and their friends. These sun parlors, which 
are always cheerful with growing plants and flowers, overlook 
the bridle path. Gates Circle and part of Delaware Avenue on 
the west, and on the east our own lawns and garden, where 
flowers bloom from spring until late autumn.

Six of the public wards open on a broad piazza, fronting the 
garden and fountain, and the patients' beds are placed there 
during the day and all night if desired by physician or patient. 
It is obvious that their convalescence must be both rapid and 



Free service is given in the wards to those unable to pay 
and — thanks to various endowed funds for such service — many 
special cases are cared for yearly. Two wards face the west 
and Park and have their own broad piazza, where boxes of 
floww^ gladden the eye in summer. 

pHiratr finnma 

The larger private rooms and several suites also overlook 
the gardens, while the less expensive but equally pleasant rooms 
overlook the Parkway. 

There are fifty-seven of these private rooms for the care of 
paying patients. 
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There are three perfectly-equipped surgeries for general 
surgery with anaesthetic rooms, instrument rooms, sterilizli^ 
rooms and shower bath and dressing-rooms for surgeons. 

Two of these sui^;eries were the gift of Mrs. Frank H. 
Goodyear. The emergency surgery was named by Mrs. Eliza- 
beth B. White. 

A perfectly appointed eye surgery, named for Rev. Welton 
M. Modisette, and a special urological examination room makes 
the surgical department very complete. 

The X-Ray equipment, installed by the generosity of the 
Board of Women Mam^ers, is in charge of a skilled Roent^noto- 
gist and ready to do all work for ward, private and non-resident 
patients who need such service. That the X-Ray has proved 
of inestimable value to the hospital is most certain.

In this well-equipped department, the gift of Jennie F. 
Plimpton, in memory of George A. Plimpton, resident and non- 
resident, free or paying patients may have hydropathic treat- 
ment by a skilled nurse. This department has proved of great 
value to the patients needing sudi care. 

patifiiliisinit Bppartttttnt 

The Pathological Department, built and equipped in the 
past year by the generous gift of Mrs. Joseph T. Jones, is in 
charge of a skilled Pathologist, who gives his entire time to 
pathological work, has rounded out the departments and com- 
pleted the extension of the hospital's work so far as the present 
buildings allow. Here, free to all, our patients' diagnostic 
tests are made on entrance. This also gives the resident House 
Officers opportunity for broader study and makes their year 
of residence in the hospital of greater value. 

Our hope is that in the future some farseeing, generous 
donor may endow this laboratory in perpetuity, thus relieving 
the hospital of the financial responsibility entailed by this neces- 
sarily expensive department. 
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aHtttfrtiltit 

This department occupiea nearly the entire third floor of the 
Hospital, and is provided with two light and airy nurseries, an 
incubator room, which we hope some good friend mil, in the 
near future, equip with an incubator in which to care for our 
premature babies; two delivery rooms, with their own steril- 
izing plant and supplies, entirely separated from the floor corri- 
dor by a private corridor; two six-bed maternity wards with 
piazza overlooking the garden and fountain, one four-bedded 
ward overlooking the Parkway, and rooms for eighteen private 
patients. These rooms are large or small, as may be deured. 

There are in this department three beautiful suites and several 
large and pleasant rooms so that all tastes may be met and eadi 
patient made happy. 

The great and ur^nt need of the hospital is endowment 
for free maternity service in these wards where worthy padents, 
unable to pay, may receive help durii^ this time of need. 

As mentioned before, there is a special dark surgery for this 
work. There are also dark wards for eye patients and faciliries 
for darkening private rooms for their special care. 

tiHarr of ^atinita 

Ward patients are cared for by the Staff and payii^ patients 
by the Staff or any Physician or Surgeon of any School of Medi- 
cine whom they may elect. 

The Resident Nursing Staff con^sts of a Superintendent of 
Nursing, an Assistant Superintendent, four Head Nurses and 
fifty-four Nurses in Training. The number of Nurses in Train- 
ing wil! be increased to sixty within the year. This force is 
supplemented by graduate nurses for special duty; the graduate 
of any recognized Training School being permitted, subject to 
the rules of the hospital, to care for patients who wish her 
services.

The comparative report in detail of the treasurer, and the 
detailed reports of the Superintendent covering the operation 
of the Hospital, as well as the Training School, tc^ether with 
the reports of the Officers of the Women's Board and the Medical 
Staff, all of which reports are embraced within this volume, 
makes it unnecessary for me to do more than allude to them, 
in this way indicating to those interested in any particular 
branch of the work, the fact that the report is to be found in 
these pages. 

During the past three years the most noticeable additions 
to the equipment of the hospital proper have been the installa- 
tion of the X-Ray apparatus and the establishment of the 
Pathotc^cal Laboratory. 

To the real estate we have added the Roos property adjoining 
the Nurses' Home on the south. This piece of property covers 
a frontage of approximately ninety-five feet on Linwood Avenue, 
running back 302 feet. On this property is the Nurses' cottage. 

The grounds surrounding the Hospital have been made 
attractive by the growing of a beautiful lawn, the addition of 
shrubbery, trees and a fount^n. 

The value of the Hospital in its ability to serve the needs of 
the ack has been strikingly attested by the fact that at times 
we have been unable to take care of the patients who have 
applied for admission. 

That which has been accomplished and that which holds out 
such a rosy future for the institution, is the spirit of harmony 
and co-operation existing between the Board of Directors, the 
Board of Women Managers and the Medical Staff. The re- 
tention of this intelligent, sympathetic and active spirit of 
00-operation and harmony is the thing most to be desired, 
because with it as the foundation on which the success of the 
Hospital rests, and its future is developed, there is no question 
of the enlargement of its facilities to keep abreast of the needs 
of the community.

In June, 1911, the Associate and Junior Boards, as the two 
Women's Boards of the old Hospital were called, umted and 
were oi^;anized as the Board of Women Managers of the Buffalo 
Homeopathic Hospital. After the adoption of a constituticMi 
and by-laws, an election was held resulting in the chcnce of 
Mrs. Horace W. Dresser as Pre^dent and an equally efhdent 
corps of women on the Executive Committee. 

The work undertaken by the Board covered the Housekeeping 
Department, the Training School, the Social Service work and 
"Hospital Topics," all of course in conjunction with the heads 
of the several departments. The Housekeeping was divided 
among the various committees — Wards, Children's Wards, 
Flowers, Fruit and Private Rooms, and administered very suc- 
cessfully by different women of the board. 

The Training School, under Miss Selkirk's supervision, is 
treated of elsewhere, and it only needs to be said that the work 
has progressed and the school itself more than doubled. 

Our hospital magazine, "Hospital Topics," and the splendid 
work of Miss Alma Noble, Editor, and Mrs, Annie W. Lee, 
Bu^ness Manager, with their remarkable staff, merit more than 
pas«ng notice. 

Social Service work was revived by a gift of money from 
"Hospital Topics" and Christmas for the nurses is always 
brightened by generous remembrances to each Nurse in Train- 
ti^. "Hospital Topics" is a most readable magazine, besides 
being a monthly calendar for all hospital work and is always 
welcomed by its many subscribers. 

Social Service was most faithfully and efficiently cared 
for by Mrs. E. J. Barcalo, whose unaided efforts carried on 
the work for over two years. When at the end of that rime 
Mrs. Barcalo was compelled to re^gn, the work was allowed to 
lapse, until within a few weeks a new method has been adopted 
with our superintendent. Miss Coleman, as chairman and the 
whole board her committee, upon whom she is free to call at 
any rime. A sum of $300 has recenUy been set aside for Social 
Service work and the future for that work seems especially 
bright.

FORTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 23 

The Women's Board has made several gifts to the hospital. 
The first was a fully equipped ambulance. Mrs. James F. 
Chard, Mrs. H. E. Montgomery and Miss Annie W. Lee were 
the committee who bought it, and the three years of service 
given our White car shows their excellent judgment in selecting it. 

The Pathological Laboratory was equipped by Mrs. Joseph 
T. Jones and has been a most useful addition to the hospital 
work. 

In the summer of 1913, our Women's Board provided the 
beautiful fountsiin for the garden and also purchased a Scheidel- 
Westem X-Ray machine, thereby equippii^ that department 
to the point of highest efiidency. 

In August of this year, we purchased an electric ice cream 
freezer, costing $354, which has materially diminished the work 
in the kitchen. 

Our methods of r^sii^ money are various. An annual 
ball after Thanksgiving, a card party at Easter time, Donation 
Day in October, an occasional rummage sale, and in May, 1914, 
under the auspices of Mr, Wade Davis, we gave the "College 
Hero," which netted us $2,285. 

In April, 1914, at the desire of the Bofkrd of Governors and 
our own wish, we promised to assume for this year and as many 
years more as possible, the interest on the mortgage — a sum of 
f3,6oo. The Board of Governors allowed ua to put into our 
own treasury whatever we secured on Donation Day. This 
year it was $2,500. This sum has usually been turned in to 
the general treasury of the hospital. Since June, 1914, the 
Board of Women Managers has turned over to the Board of 
Governors $4,200 and our treasury is not empty. 

Whatever success the women have had has been due to the 
abiding and unfailing loyalty of each individual member to the 
Hospital and its welfare. Therefore, our future success is 
assured.

When the new Buffalo Homeopathic Hospital was opened 
three years ago, there were changes made in the Medical and 
Surgical Staff, as there were in all other departments, in order 
to adapt it to the new conditions. Since then there have been 
various other changes in the way of additions and rearrai^e- 
ment of service. 

The Medical Board, acting with the Board of Governors, 
has been most anxious to do what was best for all concerned. 
During the first two years of the existence of the new hospital 
the work was largely constructive. Many problems had to be 
met to cope mth the changed conditions. Only those who 
were actively ei^aged could know or realize the amount of work 
done alor^ these lines by Dr. W. H. Marcy, who was then 
President of the Staff. The hospital has carried out in its new 
quarters the precedent set in the old hospital. 

Any recognized physician is allowed to attend his own cases 
in the private rooms and wards, subject to the rules of the 
hospital. These rules apply with equal force to the members 
of the Staff and to outside Physicians. Members of the Staff 
have absolutely no privileges not accorded to other Physicians, 
except the right to vote. In spite of its apparently sectarian 
name, the Buffalo Homeopathic Hospital ts one of the broadest 
and most liberal of any of the hospitals in this vicinity. 

The service is divided, so far as ward cases are concerned, 
in various ways. We have, as members of our Staff, men who 
are unusually well qualified in their various departments. There 
is an exceptionally well qualified surgical and medical corps, 
and the various specialties — eye, ear, nose, throat, pediatrics 
and nervous diseases are in most competent hands. 

With our well-equipped X-Ray Department and Pathol(^cal 
Laboratory, both in the hands of experts along these lines, we 
justiy feel that no hospital can give its patients more thorough 
care. Our aim is to make this institution the broadest, most 
liberal and most scientific place of the kind possible. 

The amount of work done and its results will be seen in 
another portion of this report so it will not be necessary to men- 
tion those matters in this place. 

We have grown within a few years from a capacity of fifty 
beds to 150 beds, from a dozen nurses to fifty-four nurses, with 
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about twenty spectfkl nurses instead of two or three ; we have a 
re^dent Pathologist who is able during the course of an opera- 
tion to examine tissues and report to the Surgeon operating as 
to their character; we have an up-tonlate X-Ray apparatus 
with stereoscopic attachment by which it is possible to judge 
the depth of a foreign body. 

It is the lirm intention of the Medical Board to keep the 
Buffalo Homeopathic Hospital not only on a par with all others, 
but to lead in every way possible where the comfort and well- 
beii^ of the »ck is concerned. 

During the past year we have suffered an irrepfkrable loss in 
the deaths of Dr. George R. Steams and Dr. Joseph T. Cook. 

Dr. Steams, whose death took place August 8, 1913, was one 
of the most valued men on our Staff. 

For thirty-five years he gave freely of his time, thought and 
energy for the benefit of this institution. Dr. Steams was one 
of those who helped start our Training Schocrf for Nurses and 
his name is inseparably connected with that branch of our hospital 
work. To think of one is to think of the other. 

For ten consecutive years he was a member of the Training 
School Committee which at that time was composed of three 
members — all physidans. 

Dr. Steams had a sweet, placid disposition, such as is given to 
few men. His genial smile and thoughtful advice are sorely missed. 

Dr. Joseph Tottenham Cook, who passed out of our lives 
on January 18, 1915, was another of those who were instmmental 
in establishing our Training School, and one of the hardest 
workers in the building of our new hospital. At the time of 
his death he was Vice-President of the Staff, and it is some 
small consolation to know that he lived to see his dreams come 
true and the institution to which he was so devoted, a complete 
success in its new home. 

Dr. Cook was a real worker. No undertaldt^ was too lai^e, 
no detail too small for him. When he said he would do a thing 
it was always done with promptness and enei^. 

Absolutely true to the Hospital and his friends, he had the 
highest ideals concerning his profession. He took upon him- 
self responsibilities and duties which many another man would 
have shirked. In doing this he used up his reserve force and 
when the final sickness came upon him there was no resistance 
left. He had given his strength that others might be helped.

The Buffalo Homeopathic Hospital: 

GenUemm: I have the honor to submit herewith a report 
of the work done by the Buffalo Homeopathic Hospital from the 
opening of the new hospital, June 4, 1911, with a comparative 
report of work done for the years beginning October I, 1911, 
1912 and 1913, to October i, 1914. 

This being the first annual report of the hospital other 
than that published in "Hospital Topics," a r£sum£ of the 
history and work of the old Buffalo Homeopathic Hospital, 
incorporated June 26, 1873, is given also on page 13. The 
work done from June, 1911, to March, 1913, was under the 
administration of Miss Anna L. Alline, to whom fell the arduous 
responsibility of transferring the patients and traditions from 
the old hospital into the new building. 

For two months succeeding Miss AUine's resignation the 
position was held by Miss Grace E. Robbins, and the report 
for those periods is included in this report. 

The report for 1913-1914 shows the work done in the forty- 
second year of the hospital's activities since its incorporation. 
The weekly cost per patient for 1912-1913 was $15.21 against 
$15.45 for 1913-1914. As the hospital census shows an average 
growth of eleven, this should ordinarily reduce the per capita 
cost; but in the development of new departments new admin- 
istrarive heads have been added — a second Assistsint Superin- 
tendent, a salaried Pathologist and an additional Bookkeeper. 
A second Nurses' Home has now been acquired and the original 
one expanded to meet the growth of the Training School. 

While the hospital is often crowded, I am glad to say that up 
to the present time no needy case has been turned away, be 
the disease curable or incurable, so long as the patient needed 
hospital care, provided, of course, no acutely ill person required 
the bed. 1 foresee, however, that with this broad policy the 
demand will soon be greater than our capacity. 

The increased &ist of food, patholc^cal, medical and sui^cal 
supplies, has been met by the greater a>-operation between all 
departments, staff, floor supervisors, dietitian, surgical super- 
visor and domestic service, by which waste has been practically 
eliminated. 
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The rebuilding of a house to use as a new Home for male 
employees has added greatly to the comfort and, therefore, 
efficiency of the working force. The present need is for a 
garage which can easily be made for a few hundred dollars, 
from a building on the recently acquired Linwood Avenue 
property. 

Our hope is that some generous friend of the hospital may 
make this [K>s«ble. 

The renewed activities of the Social Service Department, 
made possible by an Easter gift of money from "Hospital 
Topics" and ance added to by the generous vote of the Board 
of Women Managers, has done much for our needy families 
and added greatly to the humanitarian spirit within the hospital. 
With the entire Board of Woman Managers as volunteer visitors 
it is possible at any time to find an automobile to cany a con- 
valescent patient home or a visitor to investigate homes where 
help is needed. 

Thanks to the Needle Work Guild, which generously ^ves 
us underclothing and other useful garments each year, and for 
gifts of worn clothes, suits, shoes, etc., from our hospital friends 
all needy patients are sent home comfortably clothed, and by 
co-operation with the Charity Organization a watchful care is 
given them until they are able to work, and in many cases work 
is provided. 

The Hospital has suffered great loss in the death of Dr. 
George Raynolds Steams and Dr. Joseph Tottenham Cook, 
both of whom gave freely of time and effort for the good of the 
Hospital and School. We greatly miss the inspiration of their 
presents. 

To our Staff and the many Physidans and Surgeons who 
have cared for their patients within our doors, we are deeply 
grateful for kindly oo-operatioo and support during the develop- 
ment of the new institution and up to the present time. 

To £kll the many Hospital friends who have so generously 
remembered us by gifts of new equipment, fruit, flowers, i<% 
cream, comforts of all kinds and automobile drives for our 
patients, we would express our deep appreciation.

We are called upon to moum the loss of one of our most 
sincere friends and earnest co-workers — Dr. George R. Stearns. 

On the 8th of August, 1914, he was killed by a street car. 
The shock of his sudden death came as a calamity to his large 
circle of friends and [>atients, and to our Hospital it was especially 
severe. His association with us as a Member of the Staff, be- 
ginning at an earlier date than that of any physician now living, 
has been particularly close. For many years he occupied on the 
Staff the position of General Practitioner and lately that of 
Obstetrician. 

The Hospital owes much to him as not only have his services 
been faithfully given, but he has been identified with all of the 
trials and struggles incident to the maintenance of the old and 
the formation of the new hospital, and his voice and influence 
have always been consistently given to make the institution 
fully up to the standard desired for it. He was actively inter- 
ested in our Training School for Nurses, giving it from its incep- 
tion to the time of his death, much of his time and attention, 
and his was the dominant influence which has made it what 
it is. 

The devoted faithfulness which characterized his associa- 
tion with us was typical of him and was shown in all of his 
relations in life. No service was too great nor too small for 
him to render with all of the care and ability of which he was 
possessed, and his ability and capacity for devoted pains- 
taking were great. With that ability and capacity he had in 
a marked degree those qualities of mind and heart — kindness, 
patience and gentleness, which endeared him to all. Not- 
withstanding the arduous nature of his specialty, he never spared 
himself, but was always ready to give his services to the utmost 
wherever demanded. 

While his death seemed terrible in its manner and sudden- 
ness, we are sure that it came as he would have it — in the midst 
of his work and with his faculties unimpaired. 

The vacancy he leaves in our ranks can only be appreciated 
by us with whom he was associated. He will always live in our 
memories as the consistent friend, the good and faithful physi- 
cian and Christian gentleman.

It is with a deep sense of personal and professional loss that 
we record the death of Dr. Joseph Tottenham Cook. 

He has been so closely identified with our Hospital that he 
has seemed an integral part of it. His personality has left its 
mark upon every branch of its work in such a way that to think 
of the hospital is to think of Dr. Cook. 

In the early struggling days of the hospital, when facilities 
were scant and difficulties were great — when an institution 
worthy of its name must be made from almost nothing — ^his 
interest, time, and intelligent effort were ever at our command. 
His dependability was such that we have always known that we 
could at any time call upon him for service, and his dominant 
steadfastness of character, which was most pronounced in all of 
his relations in life, made him one of the most valued members 
of our Staff. 

Few men have shown greater love for and devotion to their 
profession. Not only the hospital but the medical profession 
of Buffalo owes him much. 

He was always most loyal to Homeopathy. There was never 
a question of where he stood when it was concerned. He was 
our standard-bearer and a tower of strength to us, and the 
influence of his work and of the sterling qualities of his 
character will not die with him. 

His interests and sympathies were broad ; embracing, besides 
his profession, many public and patriotic matters to which he 
gave such thought and attention as to mark him a well-rounded 
man and ideal dtizen. To the younger members of the pro- 
fession, his attitude was that of an elder brother, ever ready 
with advice, encouragement or wholesome, kindly criticism. 

To his devoted patients his loss is irreparable, for he inspired 
in them to a rare degree the confidence and sense of dependence 
so necessary for the ideal relations between physician and 
patient. 

We cannot adequately convey in words the impression his 
life qualities and work has made upon us. It lives with us. 
We have lost a friend, and we can pay him no higher tribute 
than to express the abiding esteem and affection which he holds 
in our memories.

SUSTAINING MEMBERSHIP IN PERPETUITY 
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lUtrart of ffitfafnmm of SEraining l^rtfool 

Over twenty-eight years ago there grew in the mind of Mrs. 
David Shirrell of this city — then as now an active member of 
the Associate Board or Board of Women Managers — the con- 
viction that a Training School for Nurses in connection with 
this hospital was necessary, not only to carry on the work in 
the hospital, but also to supply the need of the general public 
for trained service in their homes. Physicians especially were 
feeling the need of this assistance in their work. 

So convinced was Mrs. Shirrell that she secured from friends 
$ioo with which to start the school. This money was given 
with a pledge of secrecy, but the donors have long since died, 
and it seems fittii^ that credit should be given them at this 
time. Mrs. Wm. Bancroft headed the list with $50, Mrs. W. W. 
Brown gave $25 and Mr. Shirrell $25. With this money in 
hand, a meeting was held at the home of Mrs. Shirrell on Niagara 
Street, March 14, 1887, at which time it was agreed to 
start a training school, and later at the home of Mrs. Cyrus P. 
Lee on North Street was formally oi^anized a managing com- 
mittee to conduct the affairs of the school. Dr. A. R. Wright 
was made president and Mrs. W. W. Brown chairman. On the 
death of Mrs. Brown six months later, Mrs. Shirrell was made 
chairman, a position which she held until 1905, when the Junior 
Board, a Board of young women organized to assist the work of 
the Hospital, undertook the support of the School. On Janu- 
ary l8th, 1905, the School was registered with the Regents of 
the University of the State of New York. 

Soon after the School was started Sustaining Memberships 
were established and the first Sustaining Member was Mrs, 
Truman Stone, a patient of Dr. Wright's, 

In 1911, the support of the School was taken over by the 
trustees and the chairman of the Training School Committee 
is now appointed from the Women's Board. 

Our School has always maintained a high standard for its 
nurses and has been well repaid by the places its graduates have 
occupied in public and private life. From the first class of 
nurses in 1889 to 1914, 173 nurses have graduated from the 
School, and of these about thirty-five are in places of trust in 
various institutions. 
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For some years two of our graduates did excellent work at 
the head of the institution — Mrs. Seymour as Matron and Miss 
Snetzinger as Superintendent of Nurses — we now have, and 
hope always to have, some of our graduates in positions of 
responsibility in the hospital. 

Since the navy has opened its doors to women nurses, several 
of our graduates have entered that service. Some are in the 
army, and not long ago one was detailed for service in the 
White House. 

Our School has grown from eighteen in 1911 to lifty-four 
Nurses in Training. Our course of study follows the lines laid 
down by New York State and we endeavor in all ways to give 
our nurses every advantage. In addition to the Nurses' Home 
is a large Nurses' Cottage, the third floor of which forms a de- 
l^htful recreation room where parties and all entertainments 
for the nurses take place. Near the cottage is a tennis court, 
which not only ofFers a chance for exercise in the summer but 
flooded in the winter, becomes a small pond for skating. 

A library has been started in the Nurses' Home and friends 
of the Hospital add to it from time to time. Reception rooms 
give an opportunity for the nurses to receive their friends at 
suitable hours. 

The Training School Committee is composed of thirty mem- 
bers, twenty-seven from the Women's Board, of whom three 
are Sustaining Members and three members from the Staff. 
The term of service on this committee is three years, one-third 
being appointed each year. The chairman is appointed by the 
President of the Women's Board and with her advice and con- 
sent appoints the other members. 

This committee works with the Superintendent and her 
Assistant (who superintends the nursing in the hospital and is 
Principal of the school) to advance the work in every way. 
There are five subcommittees — Education, Health, Discipline, 
Entertainment and Sustaining Memberships. 

Anyone interested in the training of nurses may become an 
annual sustaining member by the payment of $10 per year 
toward the work of the school, or a life sustaining member by 
the payment of $100 in one sum, the interest of which shall be 
used for the work of the Training School.

During the past year 105 admission blanks have been 
requested, thirty-six returned and of that number twenty 
qualified. We have conformed to the requirements of the New 
York State Board, which requires at least one year of high 
school for all candidates, and up to date have bad no difficulty 
in fillii^ classes. 

In May, 1914, we graduated a class of ten. A class of 
twenty-five will graduate in May, 1915. At present there are 
forty-six nurses, eleven probationers and three orderlies on duty. 

The Training School has been improved by the addition 
of rooms formerly occupied by domestics, thus making the home 
more livable, but we are still crowded and hope the future will 
remove all maids to other quarters and give the home entirely 
to nurses. Much has been done to make our work attractive 
and we appreciate it. The dining-room has been enlarged, 
and this, with the tennis court and recreation room, adds greatly 
to our pleasure and comfort. 

We are very much indebted to the Training School Com- 
mittee for their generous support, and also to the Entertain- 
ment Committee, who furnish us with frequent entertainment. 

The efficiency of the class work has been greatly enhanced 
by added instructors — Dr. Rose C. Wilder, Obstetrician of our 
Staff, Obstetrics; Miss Rose Weigand, Lafayette High School, 
Anatomy; Miss Katherine Stevenson, Massage and Hydro- 
therapy, and Miss Mabel Tallant, Dietetics. 

We wish to express our gratitude to the physicians who have 
so cheerfully given their services in the lecture course, for 
without them the schedule would be very incomplete. 

The School has suffered a severe loss in the death of its true 
friends. Dr. George Raynolds Stearns and Dr. Joseph Tottenham 
Cook. Both men were greatly interested in the School from 
the time it was founded in 1887. 

In ck>sing I wish to thank everyone who has been interested 
in the welfare of the Training School, especially the men of the 
Staff who have so kindly cheered and helped us in times of 
illness, and the As^tants, Floor Supervisors and Graduates who 
have been most loyal to the Hospital and School.

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With the opening of the new hospital, June, 1911, a Social 
Service Department was established to meet the greatly enlarged 
growth and to do "follow up" work among our needy. 

This work was taken charge of by Mrs. E. J. Barcalo of the 
Women's Board. Much good work was done for the families 
of re»dent patients, and by co-operation with the Superintendent 
of the Poor, supervision and after-care were provided for the 
many needy children who passed through the hospital's doors. 

Christmas dinners and necessities were provided and in one 
case bedding for a family of ten, when the mother went home 
from the hospital. 

To our great regret, in 1912 Mrs. Barcalo gave up the active 
work, but remained the adviser of the Superintendent, who 
continued Social Service work by co-operation with the Charity 
Organization and Superintendent and Overseer of the Poor, 
To their many courtesies in looking up our needy patients for us, 
is due the amount of work we were able to accomplish without 
an outside worker. A telephone call to look up the family of a 
suicide or accident case and care for them at our expense met 
always with a ready response, and with such co-operation it was 
surprising to see how much work a small sum of money could do. 

As an Easter thought in 1914, "Hospital Topics" gave the 
superintendent (lOO, to be expended " for luxuries and expensive 
necessities not usually provided by a hospital." So many things 
were done with this money that the Social Service spirit was 
given renewed life. The accident case whose only suit needed 
cleanii^ and pressing was rehabilitated and sent back in a 
manly condition to his position and shortly after a courteous 
note with the money refunded to pay the cleaner was returned 
to the fund, and often, as in this case, the work was "bread cast 
upon the waters." Shoes and garments are provided to all our 
needy dismissed patients and often a position secured, especially 
for women, for whom it is always easier to find work than it is 
for men. 

In October, 1914, Mrs. David Gunsburg gave to Social 
Service $25, so the two accounts were put in one and to this has 
since been added (346 by the Women's Board, who constitute 
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a committee of visitors to the families of our needy. A room for 
Social Service clothing has just been furni^ed with shelves and 
hooks for gifts of worn clothing; for this purpose, and very 
generously have our friends responded to this need. From the 
Needlework Guild have come 332 new undergarments, hose, 
wrappers, etc., and from many hospital friends suits of men's 
clothes, children's clothing, ^oes, etc. The worn clothes are 
mended by our convalescents and made usable. Shoes are 
mended and ready for distribution as calls may come. 

We hope to co-operate with all the charity oi^nizations 
and make this Social Service Department an uplifting one — to 
find work for the unemployed and to fit them physically and 
clothe them fittingly to take the work that may be provided 
for them. 

With this lai^e committee of the Women's Board, it is very 
easy to secure an automobile at any time for the comfortable 
transportation of a convalescent patient not yet strong enough 
to go home by the street car. All these littie kindnesses give a 
feeling of uplift and encouragement to those who have always 
met with nothii^ but discouragement.

such fund shall be less than $20,000, but shall equal or exceed 
the sum of $10,000, the donor ^all have the privilege of endowing 
a ward bed in the hospital, and in case such fund shall be less 
than $10,000, but shall equal or exceed the sum of $5,000, the 
donor shall have the privilege of endowing a bed in the children's 
ward in such hospital, and in all cases of such endowment, the 
donor shall have the privilege of having a tablet placed in the 
room or over the bed, giving the name of the donor of the 
endowment fund.
